and "commerce following the flag," 
and "loyalty to the administration," ft 
and similar phrasing to do with the ** 
welfare and highest Interests of the 
taxpayers of Ohio? 


-The exploitation or conquered lands 


brings no benefits to the labaring 
masses of Ohio, -who are especially and 
directly interested in Ohio's state, in- 
ernal and local affairs. 
The voters of the state wil! be fool- 
fa indeed if they permit a wlll-o'- 
ne-wisp to lead them away from their 
wn interests.

But 
when the smoke had cleared away they 
saw him sitting erect in his saddle and 
pressing on. He delivered his orders, 
and the regiment was rescued after a 
desperate conflict with overwhelming- 
ly superior forces. 


As MelUnley came back with the
